WASHINGTON, Jan. 6.-——The gallant 
Thirty-first, according to the plans of 
the quartermaster-general, will leave 
Knoxville for Savannah next Monday;

provided. The adjutant-general today 
received from Maj.-Gen. Wilson, in 
command at Macon, Ga., the SE 
dispatch: 

“Telegram. directing Thirty-first Mich- 
igan sent to Savannah, thence to Santa 
Clara, received; return Dated December 
31 reports forty-six officers and 945 en- 
listed men present. Aggregate present 
and absent, 1,070. Approximate quan- 
tity and kind of stores on hand will be 
telegraphed tater.” 

The above dispatch makes a very sat- 
isfactory showing for the regiment, in- 
dicating that in spite of the numerous 
furloughs granted all but eighty-four 
of its officers and men are ready for 
duty. Telegrams will be dispatched to 
the absent members of the regiment in 
the hope of getting them all together 
before the command is prepared to 
leave Savannah.

Devall Bluffs, a little town in the 
lumber region of Arkansas, furnishes 
oars for the navies of the world. There 
are other oars than those made in 
Arkansas in use an men-of-war, but 
Devall Bluffs people have the honor of 
having made the oars which propel 
the small boats in the French and 
Italian navies at present, and at va- 
rious times during the history of “the 
Bluffs” the oar factory there has — 
nished oars for the other big navis 
of the world. An Arkansas a 
commenting un the resources of his 
State, said: “If you happen to be some- 
thing of a globe trotter take heed 
when next you see a boat lowered 
from a French or Italian man-of-war 
and as the crystal drops shower from 
the oar blades you may note beneath 
the fine, firm grain of Arkansas or 
Missouri ash. Charles Wells, the Dev- 
all Bluffs manufactuer, confesses nis 
inability to remember how far back 
in the past the industry dates, but to 
his grandsire belongs 
first shaping oars by machinery, and 
the Wells oars were recognized as 
the standard of excellence long before 
the need of a closer timber supply 
brought about the establishment of 
works in America. At one time or an- 
other every navy in the world has 
had oars from Devall Bluffs. The var 
factory regularly employs about fifty 
hands, and, having its own electric 
lighting plant, can work night shifts 
when crowded with orders. Its ordi- 
nary output is some 250 pieces in a 
ten-hour run, including oars of all 
lengths, from six and a half to twenty- 
four feet.

As Shown by Glen V. Mills’ New 
= Directory and Postmaster Pond’s 

Canvass—There Are 2,970 Families 

in the City. 

From two independent and reliable 
sources the Times has it that Ann Ar- 
bor is now a city of 15,000 population 
besides having a floating student pop- 
ulation of 3,500 students, making it 
really a city of 18,500. 

Ann Arbor has been enjoying a steady 
and healthy growth during the past ten 
years. There has been no particular 
boom but its population has gradually 
increased. New, substantial and hand- 
some residences have been built and 
it is one of the məst beautiful “home” 
cities in Michigan. : 

Postmaster Pond, who has recently 
had a canvass taken of the city, has just 
forwarded to the postoffice department 
an answer to an inquiry and gives the 
above figures as his estimate, 

Through the courtesy of Glen V. Mills, 
the directory publisher, the Times was 
permitted to examine the advance 
sheets of his new directory for the city 
of Ann Arbor, and finds the foilowing 
figures will be shown in the forthcom- 
ing work as compared with the one is- 
sued a year ago. 

There are 863 heads of families who 
have either moved into the city or have 
changed their residences in Ann Arbor 
during the past year. 


There are 2,116 heads of families 


1 whose residence remains unchanged. 


Adding these together it will oe ascer- 
tained that there are 2,979 heads of fam- 
ilies in Ann Arbor at the present time. 
Through long experience, the slatis- 
ticians give us the correct proportion 
of heads of families to the total popula- 
tion as being 1 to 5: If this is correct, 
in the case of Ann Arbor it will give 
the city a population of 14,895, which tal- 
lies with Postmaster Pond’s estimate to 
a remarkable degree. 
a floating student population of 3,500 is 
acknowledged by all when the Univer- 
sity, high school and school of music is 
taken into consideration. 

Mr. Mills’ advance sheets alse show 
the following: 

There are 110 vacant houses or par- 
tially vacant houses in Ann Arbor, 
which is about the same number as last 
year, but from December, 1897, to De- 
cember, 1898, there were 119 new houses 
completed. Postmaster Pond’s canvass 
was taken in October, and shows 162 
completed or partially completed houses 
for the year ending that month, but it 
must be remembered that between Oc- 
tober and December is the time when 
the new houses were likely to be com- 
pleted, which easily accounts for the 
discrepency in Mr. Mills’ canvass and 
Mr. Pond’s canvass. 

What Ann Arbor needs just at pres- 
ent is a manufacturing boom. Mr. 
Mills, who has just completed a direc- 
tory of Flint, Mich., which has just un- 
dergone a boost of this character, fur- 


-nishes the following figures: In Flint 


in September, 1897, there were 150 va- 
cant houses. During the summer of 
1898 there were 250 new hcuses erected. 
Now every house in Flint is occupied, 
and it is estimated that there are from 
50 to 75 families unable to secure homes 


‘who have moved into apartments over 


stores. During the summer of 1098 
there was a total of $475,000 made in 
real estate improvements. 

Cannot Ann Arbor enjoy something of 
this character? .

I admit that in some cases 
it takes the supervisors a day 1n which 
to get back home, and maybe some of 
them are entitled io an extra day, but 
not all of them. At the October session 
there was a supervisor who did not 
show up for a week and yet he drew 
$3 per day the same as if he had been 
here.”

Is the So-Called Milk Trust a Good 
hing for Ann Arbor. 

Editor Evening Times: 

seeing your letter in The Times 
Thursday the question arose with me, 
is a creamery a good thing for the con- 
sumers of milk and how vill it effect 
the farmers and the peddlers that now 
supply the city with milk? In the first 
place, I thought if there is a physician 
in this city that will deny that- milk is 
the hot-bed of all disease germs, that 
they thrive and grow in it faster than 
in any other one thing. How, then, can 
we get pure, fresh, healthy milk if not 
through a creamery? where they will 
have every convenience for sterilizing 
and purifying the milk, where they can 


| have properly sterilized cans and every- 


thing the milk comes in contact with. 
wagons, I understand, will be 
washed out every morning with hot 


water, and the drivers will be furnished 


with white uniforms, washed each day. 
Such things the patrons of Ann Arbor 
should appreciate. 

Now, in regard to the peddlers that 
now sell milk. There will be just as 
many as now, if not more, I am told, 
and they will heave steady work. The 
new creamery will employ the old driv- 
ers first if they want a job. How will 
it be for the farmers? They will have 
a market a year around for their milk, 
at the same price as they sell to the 
peddlers for now; they will get their 


pay every week and a market for all 


the milk they can sell. Now, as they 
are, three months in the summer, when 
there is more milk produced than at 
any other time of the year, (the college 
being closed) they have no sale for it. 


‘They can deliver it to the creamery, gct 


their pay for it and get back home in 
time to do a good day’s work, whereas 
now what few customers they have in 
the summer want the milk delivered 
twice a day (as it will not keep in hot 
weather). But the creamery wiil take 
it and give us good ‘butter for our happy 
families.

OUR FORESTS. 

The value of all the gold, silver, 
copper, ifon, coal and lead mined every 
year in America is exceeded by the 
products of the forests. Even the 
combined wheat and cotton crop is lesy 
in value than the forest products. 

During 1890 $1,026,650,859 worth of 
products from the forests of the United 
States were used. Seven years later 
the sum had increased one-third. This 
amount of money is equal to two- 
thirds of all the money in circulation 
in this country. 

It is estimated that Michigan still 
has 10,000,000,000 standing feet of 
pine; Wisconsin twice as much; Min- 
nesota, 35,000,000,000 feet. Cutting 
6,000,000 feet annually, this supply 
would last only about ten years more, 
The average annual cut is 40,000,000. 


SCIENTIFIC JOTTINGS. 


The prince of Monaco continues his 
researches on the fauna of the Mediter. 
ranean and the Atlantic at great 


depths, Near the Azores he has dis- 
covered a volcanic bank fifty miles 
depths. Near the Azores he has dis- 


covered a second bank close by. These 
banks are the resort of numberless 
fishes. The prince is having a new 
vessel of 1,400 tons built for further 
explorations. 
The Russian government has decided 
to introduce the French metric system 
of weights and measures throughout 
the Muscovite empire, and, by order of 
the czar, a decree to this effect has 
been submitted to him for signature. 
An imperial commission has likewise 
been organized at St. Petersburg for 
the purpose of considering the best 
means of abandcning the Russian cal- 
endar in favor of that which prevails 
in the remainder of the civilized world. 
The strength of the Spanish navy in 
torpedo beats makes it necessary that 
all United States vesseis and forts shall 
be provided with search lights, and it 
is found that it is no easy matter to 
purchase a sufficient number of search 
lights in an emergency, says the Scien- 
tific American. A large number of the 
finest search light mirrors have been 
bought, but an adequate supply of them 
can not be had. Having mirrors, the 
electric companies could turn out the 
lights in a brief time. The mirror is 
an essential part of the light, and its 
manufacture is a delicate operation 
which needs care and time to finish it 
successfully. It is not an ordinary 
reflector which may be cast and mold- 
ed, but has to be ground accurately and 
highly polished. It is really a concave 
lens, backed by silver and hardened 
vulcanite. Machines for grinding the 
reflectors have been made which facil- 
itate the work, but it requires about a 
week to make a satisfactory mirror. 
The glass is purchased, molded into 
shape, and the machines are put to 
work on this and the surfaces are 
ground to the requisite curve. After 
grinding and polishing the mirror is 
tested, and when it is satisfactory the 
silver back is put on by electrolysis, 
and this back is covered by an opaque 
substance, generally vulcanite. Search 
light mirrors were first made in Eng- 
jand about 1881. Later Germany and 
France took up their manufacture, and 
the best mirrors are today made in the 
last two countries. Entirely satisfac. 
tory mirrors are made in this country 
At present there are a few of the for 
tifications equipped with search lights, 
and at nearly every coast fort a dynamo 
would have to be put up to supply the 
light. It is stated that should an emer- 
gency demand it every fortification 
could be supplied with a search light 
and a dynamo within four months. 


MEN AND WOMEN. 


Sir Clande Macdonald, British am- 
bassador at Pekin, has attained the 
questicnabls notoriety of being “the 
worst informed diplomat in China.” 
Though but 46, he has seen military

According to this statute, a 
duelist may be punished with impris- 
onment varying from three months to 
five years. The death of Sig. Caval- 
lotti has caused such a painful stir in 
Italy that the law is likely to be en- 
forced by general assent.

DEATH OF OR, D. WILSON. 


The following is taken from the Oma- 
ha World-Herald of Jan. 3 and relates 
to the husband of a former Ann Arbor 
girl, better known as Clara Winegar: 

While on his way to Old Mexico, in 
search of health, Dr. Frank D. Wilson 
died yesterday at the home of his sis- 
ter at Finley, Tex. After several weeks 
of ill health, primarily caused by pul- 
monary troubles, by the advice of phy- 
sicians. and friends Dr. Wilson last 
Thursday left his home for the less rig- 
orous climate of the South. He was to 
stop a day or two to visit his sister. 
Yesterday came the telegram to family 
and friends that he was dead, and ad- 
vising that he be buried at San Anto- 
nio. It was agreed that the relatives in 
Texas best knew what to be done as to 
burial, and they were telegraphed to ar- 
range for the funeral as they had sug- 
gested, several other members of the 
family being buried at San Antonio. 

Dr. Wilson was born at New Lisbon, 
O., forty years ago, and was graduated 
from the dental college of the Univer- 


sity of Michigan in 1881. He iocated in 


Omaha in 1883, where he has ever since 
been a successful and honored practi- 
tioner of his chosen profession. 

‘He leaves a wife and three manly 
boys, Robert, Carl and Leo, aged 14, 13 
and 11 years respectively. 


PATTISON GONE DEMOCRATIC. 


Freemont Pattison, of Ypsilanti, the 
“keeper of what he called the Silver Em- 
porium grocery store, has gone Demo- 
cratic. During the past te. or twelve 
years he has been working cn a patent 
unicycle. Some way the wheel got into 
his head and lodged there with such 
a stability that it could not be extract- 
ed, and the result was it upset the 
internal mechanism of -bis cranium to 
a violent extent.

tne QIPeCctvory PUuUNIsMer, thle Lites Was 
permitted to examine the advance 
sheets of his new directory for the city 
of Ann Arbor, and finds the following 
figures will be shown in the forthcom- 
ing work as compared with the one is- 
sued a year ago. 

There are 863 heads of families who 
have either moved into the city or have 
changed their residences in Ann Arbor 
during the past year. 


There are 2,116 heads of families 


1 whose residence remains unchanged. 


Adding these together it will de ascer- 
tained that there are 2,979 heads of fain- 
ilies in Ann Arbor at the present time. 
Vhrough long experience, the slatis- 
ticilans give us the correct proportion 
of heads of families to the total popula- 
tion as being 1 to 5: If this is correct, 
in the case of Ann Arbor it wiil give 
the city a population of 14,895, which tal- 
lies with Postmaster Pond’s estimate to 
a remarkable degree. The estimate of 
a floating student population of 3,500 is 
acknowledged by all when the Univer- 
sity, high school and school of music is 
taken into consideration. 

Mr. Mills’ advance sheets also show 
the following: 

There are 110 vacant houses or par- 
tially vacant houses in Ann Arbor, 
which is about the same number as last 
year, but from December, 1897, to De- 
cember, 1898, there were 119 new houses 
completed. Postmaster Pond’s canvass 
was taken in October, and shows 162 
completed or partially completed houses 
for the year ending that month, but it 
must be remembered that between Oc- 
tober and December is the time when 
the new houses were likely to be com- 
pleted, which easily accounts for the 
discrepency in Mr. Mills’ canvass and 
Mr. Pond’s canvass. 

What Ann Arbor need's just at pres- 
ent is a manufacturing boom. Mr. 
Mills, who has just compleied a direc- 
tory of Flint, Mich., which has just un- 
dergone a boost of this character, fur- 


-hishes the following figures: In Flint 


in September, 1897, there were 150 va- 
cant houses. During the summer of 
1898 there were 250 new hcuses erected. 
Now every house in Flint is occupied, 
and it is estimated that there are from 
50 to 75 families unable to secure homes 


‘who have moved into apartments over 


stores. During the summer of 1598 
there was a total of $475,000 made in 
real estate improvements. 

Cannot Ann Arbor enjoy something of 
this character? 


TOOK HIS OWN LIFE, 


John T. Frick, 22 years old, of Ypsi- 
lanti, committed. suicide in the boarding 
house at 100 Monroe ave. by taking car- 
bolic acid. His dead body was found 
in his room yesterday afternoon. It is 
believed that love for Lottie Elwvod, 
the actress, who tried to commit suicide 
night before last and who was taken to 
Grace hospital, had something to do 
with his self-destruction. 

Before taking the poison, Frick wrote 
letters to his father, John Frick, of 
Ypsilanti, and his brother Frank, who 
boards at 109 Monroe ave. 

The letter to his brother was as fol- 
lows: 

Dear Brother Frank—I came home 
and did not find you here. Please send 
my trunks and things home. I suppose 
you heard of Lottie attempting to cou- 
mit suicide. I came to Detroit at 2 
o'clock as soon as I heard of it. I went 
up to the hospital to see her, but I left 
soon, as I did not want to get into trou- 
ble.” 

To his father he had written as fol- 
lows: 

“Dear Father—This letter is 
your boy John. I feel quite discour- 
aged over the way I have done and 

aame nobody but myself. I know you 
would give me anything. I have done 
wrong to no one but myself. Give my 
love to Kate and Jack. ; 

P. S.—Give my love to Kathryn Stei- 
ner, and tell her to attend my funerai. 

“Pa, keep my watch as a remem- 
brance from your boy.” 


The Lottie referred to is the woman 


who attempted to end her life with 
morphine at 28¢ Randolph st. day before 
yesterday. She was but 17 years old 
and came to Detroit with Irwin Bros., 
burlesquers, Which played at thesCap- 
itol Square theatre. 

The landlady discovered her in the 
act of taking the drug and knocked 
the bottle out of her hand. However, 
she swallowed considerable of the drug 
and was unconscious when the doctors 
arrived: Heroic measures saved her 
and the next morning she was at Grace 
hospital sick, but safe.

PURE MILK. 


Is the So-Called Milk Trust a Good 
Thing for Ann Arbor. 

Editor Evening Times: 

Seeing your letter in’ The Times 
Thursday the question arose with me, 
is a creamery a good thing for the con- 
sumers of milk and how vill it effect 
tne farmers and the peddlers that now 
supply the city with milk? In the first 
place, I thought if there is a physician 
in this city that will deny that-milk is 
the hot-bed of all disease germs, that 
they thrive and grow in it faster than 
in any other one thing. How, then, can 
we get pure, fresh, healthy milk if not 
through a creamery? where they will 
have every convenience for sterilizing 
and purifying the milk, where they can 
have properly sterilized cans and every- 
thing the milk comes in contact with. 
be 
washed out every morning with lot 
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water, and the drivers will be furnished 


with white uniforms, washed each day. 
Such things the patrons of Ann Arbor 
should appreciate, 

Now, in regard to the peddlers thai 
now sell milk. There will be just as 
many as now, if not more, I am told, 
and they will heave steady work. The 
new creamery will employ the old driv- 
ers first if they want a job. How will 
it be for the farmers? They will have 
a Market a year around for their milk, 
at the same price as they sell to the 
peddlers for now; they will get their 
pay every week and a market for all 
the milk they can sell. Now, as they 
are, three months in the summer, when 
there is more milk produced than ai 
any other time of the year, (the college 
being closed) they have no sale for it. 
‘They can deliver it to the creamery, gct 
their pay for it and get back home in 
time to do a good day’s work, whereas 
how what few customers they have in 
the summer want the milk delivered 
twice a day (as it will not keep in hot 
weather). But the creamery wiil take 
it and give us good butter for our happy 
families.

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OUR FORESTS. 

The value of all the gold, silver, 
copper, ifon, coal and lead mined every 
year in America is exceeded by the 
products of the forests. Even the 
combined wheat and cotton crop is lesg 
in value than the forest products. 

During 1890 $1,026,650,859 worth of 
products from the forests of the United 
States were used. Seven years later 
the sum had increased one-third. This 
amount of money is equal to two- 
thirds of all the money in circulation 
in this country. 

It is estimated that Michigan still 
has 10,000,000,000 standing feet of 
pine; Wisconsin twice as much; Min- 
nesota, 35,000,000,000 feet. Cutting 
6,000,000 feet annually, this supply 
would last only about ten years more, 
The average annual cut is 40,000,000. 

The number of men engaged in the 
lumber and logging buginess in thig 
country today is as large as many of 
the standing armies of Europe. During 
the whole year the forests of Michi- 
gan, Minnesota and Wisconsin furnish 
work to three times as many men as 
there are in the United States army, 
and in the summer the sawmills em- 
ploy swarms of men who would other- 
wise be out of work.

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1 VA EU MY 4AM ARGV Aix BALILLTUIS, LUG 
electric companies could turn out the 
lights in a brief time. The mirror is 
an essential part of the light, and its 
manufacture is a delicate operation 
which needs care and time to finish it 
successfully. It is not an ordinary 
reflector which may be cast and mold- 
ed, but has to be ground accurately and 
highly polished. It is really a concave 
lens, backed by silver and hardened 
vulcanite. Machines for grinding the 
reflectors have been made which facil- 
itate the work, but it requires about a 
week to make a satisfactory mirror. 
The glass is purchased, molded into 
Shape, and the machines are put to 
work on this and the surfaces are 
ground to the requisite curve. After 
grinding and polishing the mirror is 
tested, and when it is satisfactory the 
Silver back is put on by electrolysis, 
and this back is covered by an opaque 
substance, generally vuleanite. Search 
light mirrors were first made in Eng- 
iand about 1881. Later Germany and 
France took up their manufacture, and 
the best mirrors are today made in the 
last two countries. Entirely satisfac. 
tory mirrors are made in this country 
At present there are a few of the for 
tifications equipped with search lights, 
and at nearly every coast fort a dynamo 
would have to be put up to supply the 
light. It is stated that should an emer. 
gency demand it every fortification 


could be supplied with a search light 


and a dynamo within four months.

BE FAIR, 


It is transpiring that a number of 
taxpayers look with disfavor upon the 
proposed changes in the city charter. 
Some object to one clause, some to an- 
other, and a few of the more radical 
even draw a red line through the en- 
tire set. In a matter as important as 
this, conclusions should not be made 


standpoints. A study of the details of 
legal instrum2nts and the reasons for 
their production will oftentimes cause 
them to appear in an entirely different 
light than on the first and more cur- 
sory examination. There may be de- 
fects in the proposed amendments to 
the city charter, it would be strange if 
there were not, but it is certainiy true 
that many of the objections being 
raised dissolve into emptiness 
looked fairly in the face. 

For instance, the question is often 
asked, ‘‘Why is it necessary for the city 
to spend $20,000 for sewers? It seems a 
good deal.” A moments study of tne 
case will show that the power to bond 
herself in the interest of the sewer fund 
does not signify tnat the city shail pay 
one penny tor sewer construction. On 
petition of properly owners the city 
constructs sewers, it is true, but an ex- 
act account is still kept, and on the col- 
lection of the general taxes the entire 
Cost of the construciion is charged by 
a special assessment to the citizens for 
whose benefit and upon whose request 
the work was done. Thus sewer con- 
struction is entirely an item of private 
expense, the city even charging proper- 
ty owners the interest which she pays 
on her bonds. Ypsilanti has, by 
present charter, authority to issue 
bonds to the amount of $5,000. This sum 
is entirely inadequate to meet the de- 
mands made upon it, and there are in 
consequence a large number of prop- 
erty owners who are unable to get sew- 
er connection simply because the sewer 
fund cannot make itself temporarily re- 
sponsible for the cost of material and 
labor. Authority to issue more bonds 
will simply mean the city can push with 
more rapidity the work of sewer con- 
struction, and that property owners will 
be allowed to go a littie deeper into her 
Gebt. 

Objection is also made to another 
clause in the same section of the pro- 
posed amendment, which limits the is- 
sue of bonds for bridges and fire de- 
partment to 5 per cent each. The corm- 
mittee which drafted the clause hardly

ODDS AND ENDS. 

The most widely separated points be 
tween which a telegram can be sent are 
Brico Columbia and New Zealand. 
The teit#zram would cross North Amer- 
ica, Newfoundland, the Atlantic, Brit- 
ain, Germany, Russia (European and 
Asiatic), China, Japan, Java and Aus- 
tralia. It would make nearly a circuit 
of the globe and would travel over 20,- 
000 miles in doing so. 

It is estimated by a competent foreign 
authority that only 900 persons out of 
1,000,000 die from old age, while 1,200 
succumb to gout, 18,400 to measles, 2,- 
700 to apoplexy, 7,000 to erysipelas, 7,- 
500 to consumption, 48,000 to scarlet 
fever, 25,000 to whooping cough, 30,000 
to typhoid and typhus and 25,000 to 
rheumatism. The averages vary ac- 
cording to locality, but these are con- 
sidered accurate as regards the popu- 
lation of the globe as a whole. 

Cloves are the unopened flower buds 

of a small evergreen shrub resembling 
the bay or laurel, which is indigenous 
in Malacca, but is now much cultivated 
The 
buds are gathered while still green, are 
smoked ,by a wood fire and are then 
dried in the sun. The four petals, sta- 
mens and other parts of the flower may 
be distinctly seen by any one who has 
the curiosity to soak a dried clove for 
a little while in hot water and to then 
examine it. : 
The sacred fires of India have not all 
been extinguished. The most ancient, 
which still exists, was consecrated 
twelve centuries 2go in commemoration 
of the voyage made by the Parsees 
when they emigrated from Persia to 
India. The fire is fed five times ev- 
ery twenty-four hours with sandal- 
wood, and other fragrant materials, 
combined with very dry fuel.

BE FAIR, 


It is transpiring that a number of 
taxpayers look with disfavor upon the 
proposed changes in the city charter. 
Some object to ome clause, some to an- 
other, and a few of the more radical 
even draw a red line through the en- 
tire set. In a matter as important as 
this, conclusions should not be made 
‘hor judgments formed until the situa- 
tion has been carefully viewed from: all 
standpoints. A study of the details of 
legal instruments and the reasons for 
their production will oftentimes cause 
them to appeur in an entirely different 
light than on the first and more cur- 
sory examination. There may be de- 
fects in the proposed amendments to 
the city charter, it would be strange if 
there were not, but it is certainiy true 
that many of the objections being 
raised dissolve into emptiness when 
looked fairly in the face. 

For instance, the question is often 
asked, ‘‘Why is it necessary for the city 
to spend $20,000 for sewers? It seems a 
good deal”? A moment’s study of the 
case will show that the power to bond 
herself in the interest of the sewer fund 
does not signify tnat tne city shail pay 
one penny tor sewer construction. On 
petition of property owners the city 
constructs sewers, it is true, but an ex- 
act account is still kept, and on the col- 
lection of the general taxes the entire 
cost of the construction is charged by 
a Special assessment to the citizens for 
Whose benefit and upon whose request 
the work was done. Thus sewer con- 
struction is entirely an item of private 
expense, the city even charging proper- 
ty owners the interest which she pays 
on her bonds. Ypsilanti has, by 
present charter, authority to issue 
bonds to the amount of $5,000. This sum 
is entirely inadequate to meet the de- 
mands made upon it, and there are in 
consequence a large number of prop- 
erty owners who are unable to get sew- 
er connection simply because the sewer 
fund cannot make itself temporarily re- 
sponsible for the cost of material and 
labor. Authority to issue more bonds 
will simply mean the city can push with 
more rapidity the work of sewer con- 
struction, and that property owners will 
be allowed to go a little deeper into her 
Gebt. 

Objection is also made to another 
clause in the same section of the pro- 
posed amendment, which limits the is- 
sue of bonds for bridges and fire de- 
partment to 5 per cent each. The com- 
mittee which drafted the clause hardly 
deserves the accusation of extravagance 


it is receiving from some quarters, as
